The conclusion 
has been reached with unanimity that 
bank note Issue's should be made under 
governmental control, or at least sub- 
iject to strict governmental restrictions ' 
and limitations, and that this can only 
be successfully done through a cen-i 
tral and exclusive bank of issue.

Our existing system of bank note Is- 


sues is equally unsatisfactory to those 
who believe that all banks should have 
a right to Issue notes to circulate as 
money as freely as they open credits 
on th'tf books, and that no evil results 
can follow a legislative grant of this 
right, and to those who are not satis- 
fled to have the volume of note Issues 
depend upon the.amount of government 
bonds available rather than upon the 
demands of trade. It was the Intention

his people. It is related that njfny 
humble and charitable men, officers of 
the Inquisition, performed, with team 
coursing down their cheeks, acts of 
cruelty whirh demons Incarnate could 
Jiet ha\e surpassed. It Is only a cen- 
tury and a quarter ago that actual 
physical cruelty was abandoned In the

system never reached the perfection of 
Its program. 
The public schools of 


Spain now have 1,700,000 pupils, ap- 
proximately 10 per cent of the total 
population. 
The public school* of the 


United States have 17,000,000 pupil*, or 
20 per cent of the total population. In 
the United States, there are also sev- 
eral million pupils in the parochial 
schools of the Roman Catholic church 
and approximately a million in other 
private schools. In Spain, attendance 
upon all private schools la 360,000. The 
city of New York expend* upon Its 
public school system annually three 
times ae much money aa ia spent upon 
education in the entire kingdom of 
Spain, 


Church Controls (Schools. 


The public school system of Spain is, 


of course, under the influence of the 
Catholic church 
According to the 


American point of view, the schools 
should be nonsectarian, but even In 
this country it is Insisted that the pub- 
lic schools shall have some religious 
service, such as the reading of selec- 
tions from the Bible. 
In Spain, the 


people are almost uniformly Catholics, 
and it is natural 
that 
the 
schools 


should reflect the faith 
The htteSt re- 


ligious 
census 
showed 
only 
6,654 


protestants, 40S Jews, Mi5 Rational- 
ists. 510 of all other religions, and 13,- 
175 whose religion wan not stated That 
Is there were only about 30,00ft people 
out of a population of nearly 20,000,000, 
who were not profMsed Catholics It 
is evident therefore, that the clerical 
and anticlerical controversy in politics 
is not so much the result of a moire- 
ment against the church as it in an 
Internal warfare within the church 


Professor Ferrer as the champion of 


the modem m h<x»l gained the frlend- 


thinkers In nil parts of the world by 
his able and untiring efforts to Intro- 
duce the modem sciences Into Spain 
Spain is the only country in christen^ 
dom Into which modern science has 
been unable to penetrate 
Professor 


Ferrer's books were the 
means of 


starting an agitation In favor of mod- 
ern education

It Is difficult for Americans to un- 


derstand the issues involved. Perhaps 
the i»«^test governmental reform In 
the history of the world was Inttituted 
when JphoMMS-^tofferson persuaded the 
legt»i»tors of tb«--colony of Virginia to 
adopt th^f statute f«f religious free- 
dom. It fas the first hw guarantee- 
ing to every man the right to think 
for himself, and it was a decree of 
absolute divorce of the church from 
the state 
When the United States 


came into existence the Virginia no- 
tion prevailed, a.id this great republic 
is the only nation in Christendom in 
•which there it no relation whatever 
between church and state, and yet no, 
nation is more amenable to religious 
influences. 


Syr In I« Strsaglirf- 


If 'the present crisis in Spain* shall 


end in the separation of (hurch and 
state, and shall bring about the solu- 
tion of the religious problem, Spain 
will be free from religious controversy 
for the first time In 18 centuries The 
introduction of Christianltj Into Spain 
lighted the fires of martyrdom at the 
beginning of the second century after 
Christ Christians were burped at the 
sttks for refusing to worship the Ro- 
•i g»J" Under Oonstantlne, Christ- 


ianity became the state religion, but 
tt was not long until the ft tat conflict 
between the Trinitarians 
and 
the 


Aryans agitated all Christendom. More 
Mood was shed over the subtle ques- 
tion* raised by hair-spiltUng Christian 
theologians than had been spilled by 
tbt pagan persecutors of the early 
Chilstlans. 


Then came the Invasion of the Mo- 


hammedan* and the Struggle which for 
teren centuries racked the Spanish 
people. 
Finally the Christians tri- 


umphed, the Moors were driven from 
Spain and the crescent of Islam was 


forever banished frofn western Europe

past year has bean one of begin* 
and experiment* In the larger 


.ork of the Young Women's Christian 
fsoclation,, which the general secre- 
jfy was called to take up In Colorado 
Brings, a little over a year ago. 


The fli At task which fell to my hand* 


was to prove the netd of such work, 
both by. a close study of the condl- 
Uons in thin cltytand by securing a 
-uccessful response to the various ac- 
livltles proposed and ijndertalieh. Thi« 
implied much time and labor, and I re- 
gret that I am not able at this time 
to present a full report of my observa- 
tions of conditions. I can, however, 
make certain statements which portend 
tfTtain needs that .our association can 
> nd ought to meet. 


In the first place there are at least 


•me thousand women working in the 
business wction of Colorado Springs, 
i.n offices, shops, laundrlee, restaurants 
tnd hotels. The a verag* self -support- 


woman in this city is far above the 


verage In eastern citie* as regards ed- 
ucation, refinement and morals. Thl* 
loes not mean that she needs the work 
"C. the association less, but that she 


rebates and-desire* tt more- She is 


lad to use the association as far a* 


: I me and income permit. The fact is, 
|jow«ver. that the wage* of women In 


this city ar* very ''little, if any, higher 
than in the east, white it is a well- 
Vnown fact that living expenses are 
much higher. A very large percent of 
these business women live at home, but 
are obliged '<•> make some contribution 


• to the support of the home, and very 
often ate responsible for its entire sup- 
port. A large number are weak phy? 
Ically by heredity or contracted dis- 
ease, and yet much of the home work 
has to be done by girls who are busy 
from 8 o'clock until t downtown, and 
some of~ them, at least one night a 
week, from 8 until 10. It Is thus clearly 
Indicated that. time and resources are 
at a premium here* as elsewhere. Fea- 
tures of the association work that con- 
serve and strengthen the physical 
forces, such as a rest room, a nourish- 
ing quick lunch, physical 
culture 


claases.adapted to her needs, will un- 
doubtedly appeal most strongly to the 
business girl at first, but gradually the 
other phases of Work will find their 
place for her. 


iffMds. 


In addition to the business women, 
there are at least (though I have not 
here accurate figures) one thousand 
housemaids at work in the residence 
part of the city many of them for- 
eigners, but here as before we flnd a 
high average of education. Th*» have 
their distinct needs and desires and 
while wages are higher, time is here a 
lacking requisite for taking part to the 
work of the association. 


Theoe statistics are all exclusive of 


the women' who live at borne and sew 
or go out by the day. It is exclusive 
of the 157 teachers and about 100 nurses 
of this city, and all of these find the 
work of the association profitable and 
Interesting. Add to these the large 
number of people which Is constantly 
changing and of which no statistics can 
be compiled — the people who are here 
for their health or have accompanied 
friends or relative*. Add to this the 
army of young women who have mar- 
ried young and who heed a laiger ed- 
ucation for the duties of home making 
arid the equally large number of un- 
married women who need preparation 
for these duties, and you see a field 
presented here which would make even 
the most Inert, e»ger to be at work. 


Floating: Population. 


In addition to the girls who have 


been steadily employed here for a num- 
ber of years of which I Judge there 
are fewer than In most cities of its 
size thefe is a very large floating pop- 
ulation of self-supporting 
girls who 


have stopped In Colorado Springs for a 
few days, liked it and decided to re- 
main. They stay from one; month to a 


year, and are off as soon as a more at- 
tractive field presents, 


The girls who do not live in their 


homes, and there are many, as our 
countless rooming and boarding houses 
testify, seek naturally the most Inex- 
pensive way of living and many of 
them resort to one room In which they 
sleep, -eat, cook, sew and receive their 
friends. The social life bf. such is ex- 
tremely barren, and I have been told 
time and again that Colorado Springs 
U a most difficult place in which to 
make friends, artd my observation con- 
firms this. 


. 
Social Avenues. 


It is fitting here to note the social 


avenues that are open to the strange 
girl. They consist during the winter 
of the public dances, the cheap mov- 
ing pictures or vaudevilles, formerly, 
the roller skating rink, and to offset 
these the T. M. C. A Star, course, the 
Sunday school class, which is making 
more and more of'the soclalside, the 
Girls' Friendly, and similar church or- 
ganizations and entertainments, most 
of which do not appeal to si girl at a 
certain age, and which many a girl re- 
jects because she has a false idea of 
religious Influence false because she 
has judged of it front only a tew peo- 
pie and has not sought its reality her- 


As to the moral conditions of tnls 


city, from a *' superficial survey, one 
would »ay they were exceptionally 
good. Prom a closer study, onfc is rngn-' 
pelled to say that the Immorality of 
this-city Is as prevalent as any city", of 
its size and is so subtle and Insidious 
that it behooves every.Christian to be 
alert, undeceived by the fact that the 
waters are smooth on the surface. 


A Necewnry Institution. 
,: 


So much for the conditions in this 


city. While they have been depicted 
in moderate terms only, enough has 
been said to Indicate that there is a 
distinct and. vital need for a Young 
Women's ChVistian association, which 
stands In Its broadest activities for the 
nurture and development of the physi- 
cal, mental, social and religious life of 
all women. The fact that there is a 
need does not necessarily imply that 
there will be an overwhelming demand. 
Whether our organization I* able to 
meet these various needs has to be 
demonstrated to those who may become 
its members and supporters, and many 
have stood aloof this past year, watch- 
ing and wafting for results, not realis- 
ing that their hearty co-operation and 
belief In the ideal wooKl hasten Its 
actual achievement" 
Much of this, 1 


Relieve, has been overcome IB this i»st 
year, and we start out this rear, more 
'In favor with the community than 


with u* Into tb* new year and more 
and more the demand for the work we 
offer Is growing. It is slow in iwm« de- 
partments, but It is sure. With no hes- 
itancy I can now Say emphatically that 
there is unquestionably a need for a 
Young Women's Christian association 
in Colorado Spring*, and it in my fln»i 
belief that a year will show » U(ij a d«- 
mand that our present quartern will be 
found too narrow and ronii;,,.,]. 


Work of f-Mt Year, 


Something ha* been accotnpli»h*d 
this last year.

Buena, Vitta. Another, th* Bristol 


School, now contains, ten rooms, only four of which 
were built prior to 1909. The Lowell School, the 
largest in the district, larger even tt*n the High 
School, contains nineteen rooms. .The old part of 
this building was erected m 1SI2, but It* capacity 
was more than doubled seven year* ago. The 
Bteele School, with eight rooms, was built in 1900, 
but In 1*06 a six-room addition wa* erected.

growth of the school district is the abort time in 
which the High School haa pmed from » half, 
empty condition to on* of such extreme oongw>tlon 
that additional, quarters have had" to be acquired 
elsewhere.

be devoted more to the nature of mu 
sic, Its meaning, and to those elements 
which most often escape the auditor. 


The subtlety, the eluslveness of th 


essence of music is perhaps the prln 
cipal reason why so many listen tc 
music with the ear alone, apprehend 
Ing'only the sensuous effect, and miss- 
ing wholly the' real meaning of the 
music to which the sensuous beauty i 
but a means. 


It is the purpose of these lectures 


to direct attention to the essentla 
qualities of music, as distinguished 
from the superficial ones, to point ou 
those things which music can express 
with the greatest eloquence, and the 
means of expression at the composer's 
disposal, at least aa far as may be. 


The first lecture will t*i*e up broadly 


questions relating to beauty In general 
and that of music In particular—their 
value and Importance. The second wlU 
treat of the question "Vvhat is gooc 
music?" and of the differences betwe^i 
good kuosic and B,«at music.
